In my conversation with him on Sept 22 in Boon, Boris Meisner, Chief of the 
Russian Desk at the BonnRrelgn ffioe, emphasised the following two point sx 

1. Bonn position position vis a vis the West has not changed. The Fedrep will 
continue to w^rk In close partnership with the Western countries. 



2. There Is little likelihood that the Am Com will have to leave Germany 
in the forsee&ble future. Meisner emphasised that the Germans might be 
compelled to consider such action when the pospects of r ©-unification are 
favorable to the point where the Am Com would be ©spendable.
